RATION OF ELECTRICITY 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Srr,—With regard my case: 
There is no gas in this district. 
Prior to the war I used oil and a 
range with an immersion heater to 
supplement the boiler in the range. 
According to the E.8.B. figures, in 
the summer months of 1941 my daily 
consumption of electricity was: 
Domestic, under 14 units; water, 10. 
Had the appeal of the E.S.B. been 
ignored and my small stock of fuel 
not used, the probable consumption 
would have teen about: Domestic, ó 
to 4; water, 12. In other words, if 
no assistance had been given to the 
E.8.B., the total consumption would 
have been up by 30 to 40 per cent. 
On these latter figures my ration 
would be: Domestic, about 3, and 
water, 6. This can hardly be called 
excessive. I feel sure there are many 
others who likewise kept down their 
‘consumption in 1941, even if it was 
only by reducing the candle-power 
of some of their lights. 

May I add that when I took the 
matter up with the District a 
hé was most courteous, but explained 
that the position was governed by

A correspondent, surprised by 
Radio Eireann’s banning of jazz 
music from its ' programmes, 
writes :'—, 

Jazz music by itself is nod 
pleasant to many people—and, if 
played badly, can be as dul: as the 
dullest piano practising. But Radio 
Fire has not, for a  considerabie 
time, played any real jazz. There- 
fore, the ban seems to many a trifle 
superfluous. 

adio Eireann has certainly 
roadcast recurds—mostly populer 
for their refrain, sung by well- 
known artistes whom Dublin peop!e 
see frequently at the cimema—and if 
Eire is banning Bing Crosby, 
Deanna Durbin and others from its 
radio programmes the least it could 
do now to be logical would be tv 
ban them also from its cinemas! 

Let us instead ban anything that 
is not well played and enjoyable, 
whether it is jazz or chamber music. 


A Better W a; 


Modern music (my correspondent 
continues) owes a lot to the 
influence of jazz on the world to- 
day. Such men as Arthur Benjamin, 
Bliss, and several young French 
composers have in their work 
a decided leaning towards the 
twentieth century, with its speed 
and syncopation, They score ther 
music for saxophone and obtain 
effects that Mozart never knew 
existed. 

If Radio Eireann wauts to make 
really sure it is banning jazz, it may 
have to ban music, light or 
serious, written within the last 
twenty-five years! If it wishes to 
stop the controversy it has aroused, 
le, it ban that which is _ poorly 
plaved and broadcast a little of 
everything in music, Often one has 
listenedto singers and pianists from 
Radio Eiweann, and their enthu- 
siasm is more obvious than their 
talent. 

If this controversy is serving a 
useful purpose, it is that interest is 
bein aroused in Irish radio. 
Previously there has been great 
apathy. unlike the interest shown 
elsewhere. 


OBITUARY 


REV. J. FLINN, S.J. 


The death occurred, at Rathfarn- 
ham Castle, early yesterday of the 
Rev. Joseph Flinn, S8.J., Central 
Director of the Pioneer Total 
Abstinence Association of the Sacred 
Heart. The end was sudden, but 
not quite unexpected, as Father 
Flinn had been suffering severely 
from heart trouble for over ten 
ears. It was in the year of the 
‘Eucharistic Congress in Dublin, 
1932, that the first attack came. 
Organising work at that time had 
so overtaxed hig strength that the 
doctors feared he would never re- 
cover, but his great enthusiasm and 


From that time his heart gave him 
constant; trouble, until, after the 
Pioneer meeting in the 
Theatre Royal in November last, he 
collapsed, and was in hospital for 
m months. The death of his 
brother, Hugo, occurred during that 
time. Father Flinn wag born in 
1877; educated at Mungret an 
Clongowes Colleges, and entered the 
Jesuit “Noviceship in 1884. He 
studied Philosophy and Theology at 
Jersey and Milltown Park, and was 
ordained in Dublin in 1909. After 
years as Prefect in Clongowes 
Wood College he was engaged in 
mission work around the country, 
until he became an army chaplain 
during the closing years of the last 
war, Then he returned to mission 
work, and was well known as a 
clear and. impressive preacher and 
8 er. But; perhaps, his greatest 
ft was that of organising. 

He had been connected with the 
Pioneers as far back as 1911, but 
did not become Central Spiritual 
Director until 1922, after the death 
of Father Cullen, the founder of 
the Total Abstinence Association of,
